When the card is full take it to 
the post office, or bank, or other agency and get a 
War Savings Stamp; you’ll pay the difference, 
13 cents in February, and I cent more each month 
during 1918. Paste the War Savings Stamp on 
the Certificate Card you get with it, and start a 
new 25-cent Thrift Card. The U. S. THRIFT 
STAMPS do not bear interest; the War Savings 
Stamps do—4 per cent, compounded every three 
months. The interest is in the convenient form 
of a monthly increase in the face value of the 
stamp. The stamps are redeemable at their full 
value, $5, on January 1,1923. 
If you need to draw out the money you have 
saved (don’t do it if you don’t have to) go to the 
post office and they will tell you what to do, and 
what the exact value of your investment is on that 
date, and give you the money.

It has been asserted by various ex* 
periwiced feeders of hogs that a rnlx> 
ture of charcoal, ashes, lime. salt sub 
phur and copperas kept where the hoga 
can eat It will tend to prevent worm 
Infestation. 
There la no positive ex­ 
perimental evidence, however, iii sup­ 
port of the ld<*H that such a mixture 
wjli prevent worm Infestation, and if 
is of value therefore as a source cf 
mineral m atter In the diet, and perhaps 
as un appetizer and tonic, rather than; 
as a worm preventive. 
A balanced ra ­ 
tion may furnish all the necessary feetjj 
nutrients, yet the system of the h o g , 
craves mluernl mutter. 
The mineral 
m atter la not under control, and In or­ 
der to m ake sure that the hogs have an 
abundant supply, free access should be I 
given to a mineral mixture. 
The fol* I 
lowing is a formula for such a mix­ 
tu re :

Intelligent feeding will bring 
the sow from a thin condition info a 
good, strong, vigorous condition In a 
short time. 
When this Is done she 
will he in proper condition to assume 
her duty when breeding time arrives. 
l f the sow is bred in a thin, run-down 
condition, she must resume work Jm- 
modlately, find she will naturally be 
weak and subject to the Inroads of 
disease. A little cold contracted In this 
mnditlori may cause death, while a 
strong healthy sow will resist such a t­ 
tacks. 
It Is the general belief th a t 
sows In good vigorous breeding condi­ 
tion conceive more readily, thus short­ 
ening the farrow ing period for tho 
herd. 
Two Litters a Year. 
^ h o re is no good reason why a sow 
should not produce two litters a year 
when properly handled. To accomplish 
this the sow should he bred to farrow, 
say, for example, In march, and bred 
again to farrow the early part of Sep­ 
tember. 
A sow bred about November 
15 will farrow about March 6 to 9. T he 
pigs should nurse eight weeks. 
T he 
sow should he retired by May 20 so as 
to farrow on or after September 8. The 
pigs could then nurse until November 
3. 
The chances for profitably rearing 
two crops of pigs from a sow annually 
a re undoubtedly fa r better in regions 
of mild climate and short winters than 
where the w inters are long and severe. 
Management During Pregnancy. 
During pregnancy two facts must be 
borne in mind. 
The first is that the 
sow is doing double duty. Not only if

from the pasture. Hog* require atten ­ 
tion regardless of condition, age or sex, 
but the management of the brood sows 
is the surest test of the breeder’s skill. 
Age of Breeding. 
T he age at which a young sow Is 
Aret bred will depend upon her devel­ 
opment, but it I* seldom advisable to 
breed her before she Is eight m onths 
old. 
A very young sow seldom pr4>- 
duces a large litter. A nother objection 
to en fly breeding is th a t a young now 


Is un increasing drain on her system. 
Feeding at this time should he liberal, 
although it need not be lo liefiYj* 
q u e r th** 
are farrowed. 
A very 
fat sow Is apt to he clumsy with her 
pigs. and sometimes these are lacking 
In vitality. On the other hand, a very 
thin sow will either not do justice to 
her pigs or will beeorne a mere wreck 
herself during the time she Is nurs­ 
ing her litter, and th e chances qre 
that both these things will happen. The 
necessity of exercise m ust not be over­ 
looked under any circumstances. This 
may he provided by a large lot or even 
by driving the hogs slowly for a short 
distance each day. 
Corn should not be fed in large 
amounts to breeding stock, because it 
does not furnish enough bone and 
muscle-forming constituents to proper­ 
ly develop the unborn pigs.
